AS A RULE, children who
|get rubella experience very
little discomfort. Adults, in
whom the disorder seems to
occur more frequently than
does measles, may be more un-
comfortable.

The virus responsible for
German measles was isolated
| by research workers of the Na-
tional Institute of Neurological
Diseases and Blindness more
than a year ago. This made it
possible to develop a vaccine
| which, in many cases of known
exposure to the disease, will
| protect women in the critical
| months of pregnancy. The vac-
cine is still in the experimental
stage and is not yet ready for
release to the public.

Medical authorities do not
attempt to protect healthy
children, especially girls,
against exposure to the infec-
tion. One attack of the disease
generally confers a life-long
immunity.

Although there is some dif-
ference of medical opinion con-
cerning the effectiveness of
immune serum globulin, it is
sometimes administered in
| those cases involving pregnant
women who have never had
the disease and who are ex-
posed to the infection during
the first three or four months
of pregancy.
